Second Century Fund Heads 
Into Synod With $1.8 Millon 


The Second Century Fund rose to $1.8 million in mid- 
December as the local Clinton area concluded its kickoff 
drive and preparations accelerated for taking Presbyterian 
College’s $10 million capital campaign to other parts of the 
Synod of the Southeast in January and February. 

Group leaders from the South Carolina presbvteries and 
from Southwest Georgia Presbytery are scheduled to assemble 
at PC for an orientation dinner meeting on January 14. And 
for the next month after that, they will stage a series of dinner 
meetings at the presbytery level to launch solicitation efforts 
in each of these areas. Leaders of the other Georgia presby- 
teries will hold their campus orientation session on February 
11 preliminary to their presbytery dinners and the conducting 
of their PC drives locally. 

Trustee C. W. Anderson of Clinton serves as general 
chairman of the Second Century Fund, which has as its 
primary objective endowment for student aid and for strength- 
ening the faculty and curriculum. 

The Clinton area under George H. Cornelson has raised 
$518,000, including 100 percent participation by the PC 
faculty and administration. In addition, advanced gifts have 
been received from many members of the boards of trustees 
and visitors. Other subscriptions are in the works — both 
locally and from board members. So college officials expect 
to enter the church phase of the campaign with an even larger 
total than the $1.8 million already subscribed.

The new dean of students at Pres- 
byterian College is Joseph O. Nixon, 
admissions director for the past seven 
years. 

President Marc C. Weersing, in mak- 
ing the announcement, also indicated 
that Marion F. Hill—dean of women 
since 1964—becomes associate dean of 
students. Both appointments have been 
approved by the board of trustees. 

Nixon succeeds Benjamin F. Ivey 
as student dean, effective January 1. 
In assuming his new position, Nixon 
continues his PC relationship which 
dates back to 1959, except for a two- 
year Army tour. After earning his BA 


degree here in 1963 and serving in the 
Army 1963-65, he returned to join the 
staff as an assistant coach and physical 
education instructor. Then, in 1969, 
he moved into the administrative struc- 
ture as director of admissions. 
President Weersing said Joe Nixon 
has demonstrated his ability in his 
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out that her affiliation with the women 
students will continue to be primary 
among her expanded responsibilities as 
associate dean. 

The appointment of a new dean of 
students ended a three-month search 
which began when Ben Ivey °49 an- 
nounced his resignation in early Sep- 
tember after six years in the job. A 
special search committee composed of 
three administrative officers, three fac- 
ulty members and three students re- 
viewed 82 applications from all parts 
of the country and conducted some per- 
sonal interviews before making rec- 
ommendations to the president. 


§. C. Tuition Grants Program 
Aids Students and Taxpayers 


The latest figures indicate the value of the South Carolina 
Tuition Grants program to students, to PC and the 17 other 
private colleges, and to taxpayers of the state. 

A total 206 needy PC students this year are receiving 
$269,000 in state grants. Among all of the private colleges 
last year, more than 5,000 students were assisted by the $7.4 
million appropriated by the state legislature for this purpose. 

Without this help to attend a private college, these stu- 
dents would have added to the load of South Carolina public 
institutions—for which appropriations average about $2,150 
per student annually for current operations. Now in its fifth 


year, the Tuition Grants program is one of the most successful 
and popular measures adopted by the General Assembly. 

Because funding is approved each spring by the legislators, 
Presbyterian College alumni and friends are urged to contact 
their state Senators and Representatives to reaffirm the value 
of this program. Responsible law-makers have an obligation 
to make sure that each measure achieves its purpose and is 
worthy of sustained support. You can, with confidence, en- 
dorse the Tuition Grants approach as one which has been 
of tremendous benefit to South Carolina students and tax- 
payers. 

Even greater benefit can be realized if the appropriation 
for next year can be increased over the present $7.4 million. 
There is a real concern to fund more needy students and to 
raise the maximum grant size beyond the present $1,400— 
and closer to the per-student appropriation at public schools, 
as authorized in the Tuition Grants legislation.
